DISCOVERIES AND ACHIEVEMENTS 
OF THE CENTURY. 

ANv*iSTHjrriCS. 

The first practical application of 
anaesthetics was in 1844, by Dr. 
Horace Well, of Hartford, and later 
by Dr. Morton in the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, Formerly sur- 
geons did not dare open the skull, 
chest or abdomen, because the pain 
killed the patient. Now those re- 
gions are "the playground of sur- 
geons." 

VACCINATION. 

It was about 1890 that Dr. Koch, 
of Gottingen, ■ discovered among 
other serums, the anti-toxin for 
diphtheria, thereby rendering the 
disease practically harmless. Vac- 
cination for smallpox was first 
practiced by Jenner in 1796, but was 
regarded with such suspicion that 
u was not generally resorted to 
until far into the nineteenth century. 



UCTRIC LIGHT. 

Sir Humphrey produced the 

first electric light in 1802, but it was 
thirty years after that the first elec- 
tric light that could be regarded as 
practical was seen -that of Jules 
Dubosq. Thomas A. Kdison invent- 
ed in 1880 the incandescent light 
now practically universal, and Nicola 
Tesla the alternating current. 

Elias Howe's patent for his sew- 
ing machine— the first of much 
practical value — was issued in 1846. 
Thomas Saint, of England, had the 
idea as early as 1790. The sewing 
machine is now an accessory of 
nearly every home and is used in 
thousands of clothing factories. It 
has greatly lowered garment prices. 

THE AUTOMOBILE. 
It was in 1884 that Gottlieb Daim- 
bler invented his small, light speed 
gas engine. Horseless carriages have 
been known since 1790, but the mo- 
dern automobile dates from 1887. 
There are now upward of 150,000 
automobiles in use in the United 
States alone. The speed record is 
ten miles in eight minutes and one 
mile in twenty-three and one-fifth 
seconds, 

HIAMOND DRILL. 

The present diamond drill is an 
improvement upon the first drill with 
a hollow boring rod invented by Fau- 
velle and exhibited in Prance in 1846. 
It is indispensible in modern mining 
and oil well work. It will sink 2 ,ooo 
feet, giving a complete core of the 
strata through which it cuts. 

NNELS. 

The first great tunnel project of 
the century was to bore a railroad 
tube under the British Channel 
It was abandoned in iSo v }, but 
yet be done. The boring of 
Situplou Tunnel, 21,576 yards long, 
wascompleted in 1905. It cost $14,- 
000,000. The tunnels under the 
Hudson and Kast rivers are among 
the greatest feats in engineering. 

ANTISEPTI 

Antiseptics for the prevention of 
disease were discovered by 
Joseph Lister, of Edinburgh. 
1897. The mortality in serious sur- 
gical operations has been reduced 
from 60 to barely 15 per cent, 
which fact is regarded as largely 
due to the use of the protective 
antiseptics now always qs

TROLLEY CAR. 

In 1881 an electric tramway one 
and a half miles long was built in 
Lichterfelde (Berlin.) The first 
trolley car line operated with success 
in America was built in Richmond, 
Va., by Lieutenant Sprague, in 
1887. There is no considerable city 
in the world today without its electric 
traction service. 

FRICTON MATCH. 

John Walker, of Stockton-on- 
Tees, was the man who achieved,' in 
1829, the wonderful invention of 
the lucifer, or friction match. Up 
to that time the most primitive 
methods of making fire— the flint 
and steel and the tinderbox — were 
in use. The most highly devoloped 
form of the modern match is the 
safety match, made in Sweden and 
Norway. 

FLVING MACHINE. 

The first to demonstrate the practi- 
cability of navigating the air with a 
heavier-thau-air machine were the 
Wright brothers, of Dayton, Ohio. 
They made their first great achieve- 
ment in 1908. Glenn Curtis holds 
speed record of forty-nine miles an 
hour, Bleriot the distance record of 
140 miles and the Wrights the 
height record, 700 feet, 

ROUND THE WORLD RECORD. 

Two New York schoolboys, 
Walter Brown and John aiuunich, 
uuder the patronage of The New 
York American, made a new score 
for circling the globe only 
August. They completed the trip in 
forty-one days and eight hours— a 
little more than half the time pre- 
dicted by Jules Verne in his famous 
books, "Around the World 
Eighty Days. M

WIRELESS TEL1 

Prof, C A. Steinheil, of Munich, 
gave the world the first clear antici- 
pation of wireless telegraphy in 1840, 
but nothing practical resulted until 
Shoemaker, the inventor, and Mar- 
coni, about 1898. made the ,§ wire- 
less" a solid and substantial success. 
It saved hundred of lives in s recet 
steamship collision. Messages are 
now transmitted 2,500 miles,

FOUR-DAY OCEAN LINER. 

The steamship Lusitania, on its, 
trip ending in this port September 3d 
last, made the course from Daunt' a 
Rock to the Ambrose Channel light- 
ship in four days, eleven hours and 
forty-two minutes, at an average of 
25.85 knots an hour. In the early 
years of the century it tool^ thirty 
days to cross the Atlantic. 

TELEPHONE. 

To Alexander Graham Bell belongs 
the credit of the invention of the first 
practical telephone, in 1875. It 
at first considered a toy. Now more 
than $1 ,000,000,000 are invested in its 
indispensable use. It is regard, 
having reached perfection in its pre 
sent form, but experiments with the 
wireless telephone are promising. 

LOCOMOTIVE. 

In 1 814 George Stephenson's 
locomotive was run in England at 
six miles an hour. The modern 
engines of highest development 1 
a speed of ninety-nine miles an hour. 
There are 58,301 locomotives uow 
operated in the United States over 
24,982 miles of track. Peter Cooper 
built the first locomotive \\\ Ahum 
in 1830. 

ATLANTIC CABLE 

ToCyrus W. Field belongs the 
in honor of laying the first o* 
cable. He conceived the idea in 1857. 
A cable was laid in 1858 aud a few 
ages sent, but it was not until 
1866 that permanent suco 
gained and the pi 
rine telegraphy assured. Cables 
underlie all the seven seas. 



ELECTRIC MOTOR. 

In 1837 Robert Davidson experim- 
ented on the Edinburgh and Glasgow 
Railroad with a car ruu by an 
electro-magnetic engine supplied by 
a galvanic battery, Siemens.iu Berlin, 
constructed a car that ran seven miles 
an hour with a dynamo, The pre- 
sent highest power electric locomo- 
tives have a speed of ninety-two miles 
an hour. 

SUBMARINE

The following is a copy of that 
portion of the Pennsylvania school 
law applying to " Institutions for 
the Deaf" and the manner of 
education: 

" PROVIDED. That no part of the 
appropriation (for Education and 
Maintenance) shall become available 
until the management of this institution 
shall have filed with the State Board of 
Public Charities and the Auditor General a 
declaration that hereafter all pupils, 
received in this institution, under sixteen 1 
years of age, who have not been pupils in 
another institution of similar character, 
shall be taught by the oral method, 
unless physically or mentally incapable of 
being taught by sueh method." 

The date of the passage of this 
law is not named by one of my in- 
formants, but is given as "about 
eight years ago." Another gives it 
as 1888. 

Two things become apparent from 
a study of this law. 

In the first place, Pennsylvania 
"Institution!" for the deaf are re- 
garded as public charities; in the 
second place there is no reason what- 
ever to assert that the oral method 
must be the sole process of teaching 
in Pennsylvania " institutions" for 
the deaf. 

The law implies that this method 
is not to be applied where the pupils 
14 are physically or mentally incapable 
of being taught by such method." 

Dr. Crouter, Superintendent of 
the School at Mt. Airy, in an ad- 
dress at the recent meeting of the 
Speech Association at Chicago, re- 
marked that only this fall would 
*' the last vestige of manual work 
be eliminated from his school." 

The experience of more than a 
century has proved that a consider- 
able percentage of deaf children are 
physically and mentally incapacitat- 
ed from being taught by the oral me- 
thod. There must be at least thirty- 
three percent of such in every oral 
school. 

I believe that alt deaf children 
CAN be taught to articulate and 
read the lips more or less, but this 
does not mean that all of them can 
be educated by the pure oral process. 
A considerable number are incapaci- 
tated by defective vision and mental 
slowness. For these latter humane 
pedagogics demands that a process 
of instruction be employed in accord- 
ance with these deficiencies 

I fully believe that the parents or 
guardians of the twenty-nine children 
dismissed from the Mt. Airy School, 
have just cause to bring suit against 
the management of this school, on the 
ground that proper methods were not 
employed for the education of their 
children. So would the parents of 
those pupils still in school, who 
feel that their children are not mak- 
ing proper progress under the oral 
method. 

No court of law would hold that 
the Pennsylvania School law 
demands that the oral method only 
and no other should be used in the 
schools for the deaf supported by the 
State. 

I should very much like to see a 
test-case made, and should be grate 
ful for the addresses of some or all of 
the parents or guardians of the 
twenty-nine " feeble-minded" chil- 
dren referred to.

When the Steamship, Suevic was 
shipwrecked last year, and her 
entire fore part was Hmanhed into 
hopeless ruiu on the rocks, nine- 
teenth century engineers might 
well have abandoned her to total 
dent i action. But twentieth century 
engineers are marvelous surgeons 
iu tbe shin line; aud they decided 
to cut off the Suevic in the middle 
and get her stern end safely back 
to the docks in Southampton. 

This wonderful bit of amputation 
was accomplished without mishap. 
The Suevic was cut in two, her fore 
end left in wreckage on the rocks, 
and her stem end floated back to 
Southampton. Then tbe surgeon*, 
to make the patient aa good as 
uew, had a new fore part built in 
the ship-yards in northern Ireland. 
It was exactly the size of the bow 
end left on the rocks, made to fit 
accurately to the rescued half, and 
two tugs when it was finished, tow- 
ed it down to Southampton, where 
U was now lading fitted to the ori- 
ginal stem of the Suevic. 

The finished ship will !>e exact- 
ly tbe length and aiae of the ori- 
ginal Suevic, aud will come out of 
dry dock equally aa strong as she 
was when first built all in one piece. 
All this sounds like a fairy tale of 
the sea, but is a piece of modem 
ship salvage, without a word of ro* 
ma nee in it.
